MacArthur's immediate plans 


were not made public. 
He, his 


wife and 13-year-old eon were se- 
cluded on the 37th floor of the 
Waldorf-Astoria hotel. 


Plans Chicago Visit 


However, he tentatively plans 


to visit Chicago next week. 


If he goes there, he has been 


asked to stop at suburban May- 
wood, 111., where a memorial im- 
mortalizes 100 tankmen who died 
in World War n in defense of 
Bataan. 


MacArthur also is committed to 


visiting his wife's home at Mur- 
freesboro, Tenn. But no date for 
that trip has been announced. * 


MaoArthur is expected back in 
rashhv^?n late in the month to 


testify before a congressional^ in- 
quiry jlnfo* Far Eastern military 
and foreign policy. 


"We shall never forget it," Mac- 


Arthur said yesterday on the his- 
toric welcome paid him by New 
York's millions. 


The general emerged from the 


Waldorf-Astoria shortly after 11 
a. m., buttoned to the neck in his 
familiar trenchcoat and with his 
famed gold-braided hat on his 
head. 


New York Goes Wild 


From that instant, all New York 


went wild in a tumultuous car- 
nival of joy that lasted unbroken 
for four hours. 


There never was anything like 


it before as massed humanity 
shouted, wept and waved the gen- 
eral along his 15-mile parade 
route. 


On scrubbed, sedate Park ave- 


nue, through the green malls of 
Central park, down the teeming 
expanse of Sixth avenue, through 
a packed and 
roaring 
Times 


Square, past the East Side docks 
where ships raised a deep-throat- 
ed whistle of acclaim, up the fi- 
nancial canyons of lower Broad- 
way and between the rows of 
smart Fifth Avenue shops—every 
turn of the motorcade's wheels 
brought MacArthur frseh homage. 


Tone of Tape 


Ticker tape by the tons swirled 


down on MacArthur and his party, 
then was caught up by the winds 
and went twinkling off across the 
city in the brightest of springtime 
April suns. 


It was the greatest of all the 


ticker-tape parades that for gen- 
erations have been a trademrk of 
New York's hero welcomes.

These 
cans are all metal and have snug- 
fitting covers to make them fire- 
proof. 


Galvanized steel ash cans are 


also 
recommended for

ashes. Ashes never should be kept 
in cardboard or wooden boxes, the 
experts warn. 


After being cleaned thoroughly, 


basements may £e inspected for 
frayed electric wiring, leaky gas 
pipes, damaged flues and other 
defects which could cause fires. 
Such repairs usually mean more 
efficiency as well as greater home 
safety.

Not long ago we suggested a 


few ways to hang a few of your 
wife's cleaning things along-side 
the cellar stairs to get them out 
of the way and tidy up the 
old homestead a bit. 


A fine idea, commented a read- 


er, but how about all the new 
homesteads built thest days with- 
out cellars, and therefore without 
cellar stairs? 


The answer to that is a house- 


keeper's closet. It isn't as easy as 
putting a few hoks or hangers, 
but it's a project you can build 
yourself some nice rainy week- 
end, thereby keeping out of mis- 
chief and making your wife happy. 


What you need, besides lumber, 


screws, nails and tools, is a cor- 
ner a little under four feet wide 
and a little less than a foot and 
a half deep. 
The dimensions in 


the drawing are not hard 
and 


fast; you can vary them to suit 
the space you have, and you can 
even build the closet right up to 
the ceiling if you want to. 


First, build the framework out 


of 1x2 lumber—four uprights, four 
pieces at top, three braces about 
halfway down, three at the bot- 
tom, and a single piece atross the 
back (for a hook strip) about a 
third of the way from the top. 


Now put in the shelves. 
The 


arrangement here is variable, too; 
you may want to work it out a 
little differently to fit a particular 
vacuum cleaner or other gadget. 
You can_ -use 
three-quarter-inch 


lumber, or three-eighth-inch ply- 
wood, but the latter may give you 
trouble on the two big shelves. 


Next apply the outside panels 


and ceiling of three-eighths-inch 
plywood. You won't need a back 
panel if you screw the rear up< 
rights into the wall, and you may 
or may not need a ceiling, de- 
pending on height. But If you're 
in a rented house, put the back 
panel and ceiling on anyway; then 
you can take your closet with you 
when you move. 


The doors should be heavier- 


about one and an eighth inches 
thick, because you'll want to put

German Rearmament Isn't Getting 


Attention It Deserves 


The sad part of these "great debates" which seem to be 


the big feature of U. S. life in 1951 is that they put the em- 
phasis on talk and take it away from action. 


For instance, right now top U. S. diplomatic officials 


should be shaping up new political policies for Western Ger- 
many. Every day this task is delayed provide sa propaganda 
advantage for the Russians. But our diplomatic and military 
men both are absorbed in the MacArthur controversy. 


Last fall the United States came out strongly for Ger- 


man rearmament. The idea met resistance in Western Eu- 
rope, particularly in France, where fear of a militarized Ger- 
many runs deep. 


But reluctantly these nations, including France, accepted 


the principle of German rearmament. The French even 
came up with a specific plan calling for use of German units 
of battalion strength to be incorporated into a European de- 
fense army. 
*

* 


Meantime, though, elections in Western Germany dis- 


closed the fact that the Germans themselves had no wish 
to rearm, at least not until they had gained a more equal 
political status with the nations for whom hey would bear 
arms. 


General Eisenhower, commander of the European de- 


fense force, took full note of this problem in his winter speech 
to congress. He declared that«the question of German re- 
armament was first qf all political, and should be shunted 
aside until the political matters had been settled. 


Soon it was evident this had become the U. S. policy. 


Rearming the Germans was to come after the European 
army was in being, and after the knotty political issues had 
been solved. 


But no great strides have since been made toward elevat- 


ing Western Germany to higher stature among the western 
family. Reports from the country indicate German opposi- 
tion to rearmament is dropping off somewhat, anil this seems 
to be the wise moment for action. 
•

Many will, object, of course, on the ground that a con- 


quered Germany doesn't deserve equality. This is a matter 
on which we have to make up our minds. If we wish to go 
on hating the Germans and treating them like an enemy, we 
cannot ask them to take up arms and help defend the West. 


If we do want them on our side, if we want to encourage 


their healthy participation in the free world, we have to 
draw them toward us quickly and surely. 


The Russians and their East German stooges are hound- 


ing the West Germans with ceaseless propaganda. 
Their 


prime effort these days is to frighten them into believing 
that rearmament means war, that siding with the West 
means death or slavery for whoever dares to defy the Reds. 


It would be foolish to imagine this propaganda totally 


ineffective. The Germans, who would feel the first weight 
of a Russian drive to the West, are not deaf to threats of 
their plight under a victorious Communist regime. Who 
can blame them for looking anxiously toward the United 
States for convincing signs that we mean business?

One great 
corporation 
with 


headquarters in New York, which 
employs thousands of stenogra- 
phers and secretaries, maintains 
a Ironing course for secretarial 
personnel. 
The man in charge 


of this course says: 


Test Spelling Skill 


"When girls in the organization 


apply for training "we first test 
their typing skill, requiring that 
they be able to type 40 words a 
minute with not more than five 
errors in 400 words, if 
they 


qualify on this score, they are 
then 
given 
a 
seventh 
grade 


spelling test of 100 words in every 
day usage. We require a grade 
of 85 per cent on this test. Not 
more than 50 per cent of the girls 
make the grade." 


Girls who are accepted for the 


training dass also must pass a 
written test in grammar 
and 


punctuation, after 
which 
they 


theoretically are trained in the 
specific phraseology of this busi- 
ness. 


Specialls Agrees 


Rose Brophy, who has 
found 


jobs for some 25,000 secretaries In 
her 20 years 
as 
employment 


specialist in New York, bears out 
these findings. 
Says she: 


"I'm constantly amazed at how 


many 
college graduates can't 


spell." 


Miss Brophy has a few pointers 


for young women .who seek busi* 
ness success through the secre- 
tarial door: 


"The first requinnent are basic* 


— to be a good secretary a girl 
must have a sound knowledge of 
the three R's, be able to write and 
spell a grammatical sentence, and 
must develop skill at typing and 
shorthand. 


Good Impression 


"The other requirement are l«f)> 


cut-and-dried. In order to get * 
job, a girl must make a good first 
impression— appearance and per- 
sonality are of primary Importance 
tiere. But if she hasn't the educa- 
tion or skill necessary, she won't 
keep the job long."

Today a 
v prospective 
mother 


generally has a blood test made 
to determine whether her blood is 
Rh negative or Rh positive. The 
same test is often carried out on 
the father as well. This is one of 
several tests to find out what blood 
group a person belongs to, but it is 
particularly Important in preg- 
nancy because it may effect the 
health of the offspring. 


This is not a simple thing to ex- 


plain, partly because there arc 
subgroups of the Rh factor, as it is 
called. Many things will have to 


left out of this discussion. In 


brief, however, 87 per cent of the 
aeople have an obscure substance 
n their blood which classify them 
as being Rh positive. The other 13 
per cent are called Rh negative 
and sometimes such persons be- 
come sensitive 
to 
Rh positive 


blood, bringing up possible dan- 
fers In connection with pregnancy 
or blood transfusion. 


If a woman has Rh negative 


blood and becomes pregnant with 
an Rh positive child because the 
father is Rh positive, the child 
may be born with a disease known 
as erythroblastosis fetalis. How- 
ever this does not always occur. 
The first child, and often later 
ones, are usually healthy unless 
the mother has previously re- 
ceived blood transfusions with Rh 
positive blood. Even this is becom- 
,ng more rare because of greater 
care in this matter. Furthermore, 
only about one woman in 25 or 50 
with Rh negative blood and an Rh 
positive husband becomes sensitive 


and gives birth to a baby with 
erythroblastosis. 


It should bo pointed out also 


that even if a child does have ery- 
throblastosis, much can be 'clone 
by giving blood transfusions so 
that a high proportion can be 
saved. 


IN A NUTSHELL 


It may be useful to summarize 


the situation: 


If both parents are Rh positive 


there is little to worry about. 


If'both are Rh negative there is 


nothing to worry about. 


If the mother is Rh positive and 


the father Rh negative there is 
nothing to worry over. 


If the mother is Rh negative 


and the father Rh positive, occas- 
ional trouble can be anticipated 
but this is by no means inevitable.

Let me make it clear right from 


the beginning that there is noth 
irig legal or official about thi 
strongo English practice. How 
ever, I find it rather interestinj 
—and I am sure Canasta player 
will want to try it out once o 
twice. 


It has a curious effect on th 


game. When you pick up a real 
ly big discard pile, you tend to

PETER EDSON'S WASHINGTON NEWS NOTEBOOK 


It's 'Full Steam (Hot Air) Ahead' in Washington Rumor Factories 


Washington—(NBA)—Political straws in the Wash- 


ington winds have started a lot of speculative gossip. 
Among the hot rumors: 


1. President Truman must certainly have decided 


not to be a candidate for re-election in 1952. Otherwise 
he would not have run the risk of the storm of critic- 
ism stirred up by the firing of Gen. Douglas MacArthur. 
But having made up his mind not to run the President 
could more freely do what he thought ought to be done 
regardless of political consequences. 


The other side of this story is that nothing makes 


Harry Truman more determined to fight than opposi- 
tion from any quarter to any of his moves. Protest 
over the MacArthur firing may makes the President 
more determined than ever to seek vindication in the 
coming election. 


2. Republican opposition to the Truman foreign pol- 


icy makes Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower less and less 
likely as a GOP presidential candidate, more and more 
icceptable to the Democrats. 
Reasoning behind this 


s that Republicans can't criticize Truman foreign pol- 
cy in their platform, and take General Eisenhower, who 
is a major part of that policy, as their candidate. Eisen- 
hower's popularity with rank and file of both parties 
marks him as a man of destiny for 1952—possibly the 
only man who can unite the country behind a real bi- 
partisan foreign policy. 
Barring the outbreak of a 


ihooting war in Europe, the draft of General Eisen- 
lower as a presidential candidate becomes more of a 
possibility every day. 


What Price Probe? 


Big question in Washington is what a full dress in- 


vestigation of U. S. foreign policy will accomplish. Clos- 
est parallel in recent years would seem to be the Pearl 
Harbor investigation at the end of the war. 
It took 


nearly seven months, proved little or nothing that 
wasn't common knowledge before, ended In a divided 
report on atrtctly political lines.

GARDEN NOTES 


Among the very hardy cool-season crops, you should have planted 
soon be planting in the garden are radishes, lettuce, green onions 
m sets, spinach, turnips, khol-rabi and peas. However, be careful 


And it is too wet when the soil 
sticks to your shoes and will not scour off the space or hoe. Do keep 
out of the garden until it is more suitable.

Place chicken 
on the rack, skin side down, with 


highest part four to five inches 
from the heat. 


Turn the bird several times as it 


browns so that it will cook evenly. 
Baste often with the pan drippings 
or other melted fat. Cook until well 
done—35 to 45 minutes. If more 
convenient, cook the chicken part- 
ly done in the broiler and finish in 
a moderate oven—350 degrees.

greatest disaster off the U. S. 
coast since 84 lives were lost in 
the collision of an American tank- 
er and freighter off the Atlantic 
coast on June 6, 1943. 


In yesterday's pre-dawn col-

00-ton super tanker Esso Suez 
crashed, exploded and burst into 
flames.

Neither they nor their 
stockholders like the idea of a 
deficit. 


Shippers, also, object to the fact 


that part of the money they pay 


jjt>in freight charges goes to balance 


losses on passenger traffic. 


Try to Break Even 


So we find officers of the rail- 


roads today trying many methods 
to reach at least a break-even 
point on passenger service. 


Of 
course 
many trains do 


operate at a profit. Most of the 
long-run streamliners more than 
pay their way. The losses occur, 
principally on the short-run trains. 
jj 
Contributing to the excess of 


expenses over revenues are'higher 
wages for workers who operate 
trains and maintain the right-of- 
way and equipment, rising costs 
of fuel and materials, higher taxes 


and coats of operating terminal 
facilities. 


Increased Co§t« 


Rail-officials say these have In- 


creased far in excess of the fare 
for your train ride. And they add 
that mail 
and 
express 
(both 


figured as part of passenger train 
operations) don't bring in enough 
revenue. 


Here are some ways in which 


railroad operating officials have 
tried to reduce over-all-passenger 
service losses: 


Dropping unprofitable branch- 


line trains. 


Reducing the variety of food 


offered on dining car menus. 


Stress Comfort 


Stressing the comfort and safety 


of train travel. 


Deficits from passenger traffic 


make officials wary of instituting 
new sen-ices unless they can be 
shown to be profitable. 


This is one factor blocking1 ad- 


vent of through transcontinental 
passenger trains, a development 
talked' about ever since through 
cars began operating between New 
York and the Pacific coast.

MacArthur Used 6EmotionaP 
Speech Method at Its Best

The global surge of favorable 


and adverse criticism directed at 
General MacArthur's speech be- 
fore the joint houses of congress 
has much to say about the emo- 
tional aspects of his oratoryt 


The address >vJus, 
of 
course, 


highly emotional in places as was 
fully demonstrated by the reac- 
tion on his hearers. For instance, 
there were tears and even open 
sobbing in the 
chamber 
when 


MacArthur concluded with his 
" 'old soldiers never die; they just 
fade away' * * * good bye," 


Tears Among Listeners 


And there were tears among 


listeners on the radio as this fare- 
well of a famous veteran came 
over the air. That was the effect 
of the spoken word as handled by 
a master orator. 


However, some who didn't hear 


the speech, but have had to base 
their opinion on the printed word, 
have been 
wondering 
whether 


these very Ultimate phrases were 
too emotional and somewhat on 
the "corny" side . Well, it perhaps 
is true that coming from a novice 
such expressions might have seem- 
ed "corny," but not when deliv- 
ered by a MacArthur. 


Authorities on public speaking, 


assaying this address, have placed 
MacArthur in the class of great 
speakers who have employed the 
oratorical style of the 19th cen- 
tury. Britain's Winston Churchill 
is cited as being in Oils classifica- 
tion, which is reminiscent of the 
days of famous speakers like Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan 
and 
his 


Cross of Gold" speech. 


Depends On Emotion 


This style of oratory depends 


heavily on the emotional appeal, 
and it calls for consummate skill 
if It is to be kept from becoming 
theatrical. Churchill is a past 
master of emotional speaking, as 
witness such famous utterances as 
his call to arms against Hitler in 
May of 1940. That was when as 
prime minister he told tho house 
of commons in impassioned tones: 


"I say to this house as I said 


to the ministers who have Joined 
this government, I have nothing 
to offer but blood, toil, tears and 
sweat." 


What We Do
